“It’s hard to say what my spirit is 
more full of, joy or concern about what 
I realistically can do to help Muscov- 
ites,” Yeltsin told hundreds of work- 
ers at the State Construction Commit- 
tee, where he still holds ministerial 
rank despite his ouster from the 
party’s top ranks. The workers ap- 
plauded warmly. 

But Yeltsin’s victory carries little 
power.

“It’s a purely scientific thing at this 
point. But in the back of everyone’s 
mind is that it could be used for practi- 
cal power generation,” said Paul 
Palmer, a professor in the Physics 
and Astronomy Department who has 
been helping Jones in his research.

Presiding at the conference will be 
President Ezra Taft Benson, world 
leader of the Church, assisted by his 
counselors in the First Presidency, 
President Gordon B. Hinckley and 
President Thomas S. Monson. 

All sessions of the conference will 
be televised via satellite, said Don 
LeFevre, spokesman for the LDS 
Church. 

He said there are more than 2,500 
stake centers in North America, 
Canada and Puerto Rico equipped to 
receive the satellite transmission. 

He said this is the first time that a 
satellite test transmission of the con- 
ference will take place. 

“The satellite test will take place in 
Europe and in Central America,” said 
LeFevre. He said satellite communi- 
cation will probably be expanding as 
the Church keeps growing. 

“Since the number of languages to 
be broadcast for this conference has 
been expanded to 12, we expect that 
more people will be listening to this 
conference,” said LeFevre. 


Contest disturbs Humane Society 


Group considers legal action against collecting dead animals

The Humane Society of Utah is 
protesting and possibly considering 
legal action against the Sevier 
Wildlife Federation for sponsoring 
the 1989 Predator and Pest Control 
Contest, said a spokesperson for the 
Humane Society of Utah. 

The SWF placed an advertisement 
ina local newspaper publicizing a con- 
test where individuals, scout troops 
and others could receive points for 
dead animals, birds and bird eggs, 
said Katharine Brant, the Humane 
Society’s director of development. 

The contest, which is from March 
11 to July 15, awards prizes to those 
accumulating the most points, she 
said. 

“We understand their need to relo- 
cate certain types of animals, but we 
feel it is wrong to tantalize people by 


nice prizes. I don’t call that responsi- 
ble management,” Brant said. 

The Humane Society doesn’t like 
the involvement of children and 
young people in the contest, said 
Gene Baierschimdt, president of the 
Humane Society of Utah. 

“To foster an attitude of indiffer- 
ence toward — or, worse yet, delight 
in — animal suffering and death 
among impressionable children is 
detrimental to our culture as a 
whole,” he said and cited clinical stud- 
ies showing a “link between childhood 
disregard of animal life and subse- 
quent irresponsible behavior toward 
human beings.” 

The project and the manner in 
which it is being publicized presents 
an image of being conducted solely as 
fun, like a scavenger hunt or a base- 
ball game, Baierschimdt said. 

In response, Paul Neimeyer, presi- 
dent of the SWF, said when he first 


heard about the Humane Society’s 
protest over the contest, he thought it 
was a gag. 

“The SWF is very actively promot- 
ing wildlife at every opportunity. ... 
The reasoning behind the Predator 
and Pest Contest was not to annihi- 
late any species of wildlife or to teach 
children to kill everything in sight,” 
he said, but to balance the number of 
predators. 

Local community reaction to the 
contest has been good, most younger 
participants are under direct adult su- 
pervision and “as for teaching chil- 
dren to indiscriminately kill animals, 
we feel this is an unfounded claim,” he 
said. f 

The Humane Society is looking into 
the contest’s legality, said Brant. The 
contest might be commercializing 
wildlife and offering a cash bounty for 
banded birds may also be illegal, she 
said. 


Alaska seeks federal aid 


Local authorities and environmen- 
talists are accusing Exxon Shipping 
and Alyeska Pipeline Service Co., of 
responding slowly to the spill. 
Alyeska operates the terminal at 
Valdez that loads tankers with North 
Slope oil. 

Marilyn Leland, executive director 
of the United Fishermen of Alaska at 
Cordova, a small community of 6900 
people all dependent on the fishing 
industry, said that on the day of the 
disaster she had a list of 60 fishermen 
with boats ready to go out and help 
with the cleanup. 

Alyeska and Exxon kept putting 
the fishermen on hold and when fi- 
nally four boats with crew members, 
experienced in maneuvering in the 
narrow strait, were called to help, 
they were not given the material to do 
the cleanup, she said. 

Leland said fishermen at Cordova 
have voiced strong opposition to the 
use of chemical dispersants. Dispers- 
ing can be done either with the use of 
detergents which disperse the oil in 
little droplets, or with sinking agents, 
which bring the oil from the surface to 
the bottom. 

“It’s like flushing a toilet. The oil 
sinks to the bottom and gets into the 
food chain,” she said. 

The spill came at a time when fish- 
eries in the Prince William Sound are 
preparing for the herring season, 
which is followed by the salmon and 
shellfish harvest. 

Kate Graham, another representa- 
tive of the United Fishermen, said 
the salmon would begin migrating 
in a few weeks, and the oil could de- 
stroy not only this year’s crop of 
salmon, but next year’s. The sound is 
80-90 miles long, 40 miles wide and 
has about 1,600 miles of shoreline. 

“It is a critical time for this to hap- 


. pen, but fortunately the herring fish- 


eries are not on the side of the sound 
that the oil is,” said Howard Feber, 
professor of Marine Science at the 
University of Alaska at Fairbanks. 


. “It is on the side where all the salmon 


hatcheries are, but fresh water from 
the streams may be sufficient to keep 
the oil away from the salmon fry.” 
Graham said another major prob- 
lem was the public’s perception. 
“What will happen if people get the 
idea that this fish is contaminated and 


_ the product is not good?” The fisher- 


men have sought full compensation 


- for lost income. 


Gov. Cowper has plans of freeing 
state resources for cleanup. Graham 
praised state authorities for swift ac- 


_ tion and a sincere show of concern, 


but she criticized the oil company for 
lack of foresight. 

“This could have been predicted. 
There are storms in this area. They 
know that it’s difficult to maneuver 
(in the sound),” she said. “Accidents 
happen to anybody, but they should 
have been prepared with cleanup ma- 
terials. But they weren’t and now we 
are the ones to pay,”’she said. 


Speakers for the conference will in- 
clude the First Presidency, members 
of the Council of Twelve Apostles, 
and others selected from the First 
Quorum of the Seventy and the Pre- 
siding Bishopric of the Church.

Miudslide causes state road closure 


CEDAR CITY — A massive mudslide that closed the main road to Cedar 
Breaks National Monument continued to ooze downhill late Monday after 
tearing away a half-mile section of the road surface and bedrock, authorities 
said. 

The slide, roughly half a mile long and half a mile wide, sent mud, boulders 
and dirt cascading across State Road 14 sometime overnight. It was not 
discovered until 7 a.m. MST Monday, said Utah Department of Transporta- 
tion spokesman Kim Morris. 

He said the slide also blocked a portion of Coal Creek, which runs through 
the canyon, but there were no reports of serious flooding. The slide also 
pushed an unoccupied grader off the road. 

The slide caused no injuries, and authorities said no one was trapped at the 
monument because other roads lead away from the monument and back to 
main highways. 

Morris said UDOT crews were working to clear an alternate route consist- 
ing of State Roads 148, also known as the Cedar Breaks Road, and 148, more 
commonly known as the Panguitch Lake Road. 

By clearing sections of the two roads of winter snowfall, state road crews 
expected by noon Tuesday to open a way around the slide area. 

State troopers and Iron County deputies closed off approaches to the slide 
area, he said. 


Inmates take over prison, demand plane 


GUATEMALA CITY, Guatemala — Inmates holding more than 500 
women and children hostage in a prison farm on Monday demanded an airplane 
to take them to Cuba, a prison official said. 

At least seven people — four guards and three inmates — were killed and 20 
were injured in the takeover Sunday of Guatemala’s largest penal facility. 

Police, national guardsmen and soldiers surrounded the Pavon prison farm 
Monday, and the nation’s top civil rights official negotiated with some of the 
several hundred inmates. 

Journalists outside the prison heard an exchange of rifle and machine-gun 
fire Monday morning. There was no official comment on the shooting. 

Prison officials did not say how many inmates were involved in the takeover, 
but negotiators who entered the prison Sunday night said it appeared to be 
about 250. 

The inmates raided rifles from the armory and seized control of the prison 
farm. 


NFLPA ‘free agency’ system is denied 


NEW YORK — A Minneapolis-based federal judge has told the National 
Football League Players Association that he will not stop the new system of 
free agency under which 180 players have changed teams within the past six 
weeks. 

Judge David Doty denied an injunction filed by the union who is seeking free 
agency for all players. He based the decision on his July 1988 ruling that 
outright free agency could hurt competitive balance and “would work a whole- 
sale subversion of the collective bargaining process.” 

Under the new system, each team is allowed to protect 37 players and others 
on the roster become unconditional free agents, regardless of being under a 
contract. As of Monday, 130 of 619 unprotected players changed teams with an 
average 78 percent increase in salary. 

However, the judge did not specifically validate the new system as a way for 
the league to satisfy antitrust requirements. 

The 8th Circuit Court of Appeals will hear arguments the week of May 8 on 
an NFL motion on Doty’s ruling that his declaration of a bargaining “impasse” 
does away with the league’s labor antitrust exemption.: 


Death penalty for juveniles challenged 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court was urged Monday to find a 
national consensus “against executing our young” and ban the death penalty 
for all juvenile murderers. 

“There is a consensus of opinion in this country against executing our 
young,” argued attorney Nancy McKerrow in behalf of a Missouri death row 
inmate condemned for a murder he committed when he was 16. But questions 
from the bench during two hours of arguments in cases from Missouri and 
Kentucky suggested the justices doubt that any clear consensus exists. 

The high court is to decide by July whether imposing the death penalty on 
murderers who committed their crimes before reaching the age of 18 repre- 
sents the “cruel and unusual punishment” banned by the Constitution’s Kighth 
Amendment. The court’s decision will affect only 31 of the more than 2,200 
death row inmates nationwide. Anti-national capital punishment forces never- 
theless are attaching enormous importance to the issue. 


Smoke has cleared, blaze still a mystery 


PROVO — The cause of an Easter weekend fire that gutted a vacant horse 
barn remained a mystery Monday, authorities said. The barn was believed to 
be used for satanic rites, including animal sacrifices. 

The barn, located south of Provo in Slate Canyon, was destroyed by flames 
on Saturday night — Easter Eve. 

“The incident remains under investigation,” Provo Assistant Fire Chief Rod 
Jones said. “It’s difficult to say at this time what caused the fire.” 

However, there was a strong possibility the fire was man-caused, Jones 
said. “There’s not a lot of (possible natural causes) up there, except lightning 
or spontaneous combustion. If those were not present, we would have to look 
elsewhere,” he said. Area law enforcement officials said there is evidence the 
barn had been used for some time by a satanic cult.

Much of the increase in ridership on 
Utah Transit Authority busses this 
year are due to increased use of the 
bus system in the Provo and Orem 
areas, said a member of the UTA 
board. 

Richard Terry said, “Much of the 
increase system-wide is occurring 
right here in Provo and Orem.” 

“People have finally discovered the 
bus is here,” Terry said. 

Terry also said that it has taken a 

while for people to know about. busses 
in the area and how convenient they 
are. : 
Terry, who is also a professor of 
agronomy and horticulture at BYU, 
said another reason for the increase in 
ridership is from BYU students. 

Many students use the bus because 
it is convenient and inexpensive, he 
said. 

Terry said ridership in Provo and 
Orem for February of this year has 
averaged 6,000 people per day on 
weekdays. 

This compares with an average of 


2,500 people per day on weekdays in 
1985. 

Craig Rasmussen, a spokesman for 
UTA, said there has been a system- 
wide increase in ridership for January 
and February this year. 

A report prepared by UTA says, 
“Increases in the number of passen- 
gers can be attributed to an expand- 
ing public awareness about the bus 
service, more college students at 
BYU and UVCC using the system, 
and service improvements designed 
to meet passenger demand.” 

The report. also says that the 
months of September through April 
are the highest ridership period, 
which reflects the academic calendars 
of BYU and Utah Valley Community 
College.

Connecticut Sen. Christopher 
Dodd knows he has to wake up and 
look at himself in the mirror each 
morning and be able to face what he 
sees there. 

Speaking Monday afternoon in 321 
MSRB, Dodd said, “The person 
you've ‘got to face in ‘the mirror each 
morning is the toughest. You’ve got 
to be able to live with what you see 
there.” 

Dodd was one of three Democrats 
to support the John Tower confirma- 
tion. He said “I’ve never had as many 
calls against an issue as against John 
Tower. But, I really felt (voting in his 
favor) was the right thing to do.” 

Dodd said he began his analysis of 
Tower with the assumption that Pres- 
ident Bush should have Tower as his 
secretary of defense. “I read all of the 
FBI reports — some 350 pages of in- 
formation. ... To’someone not in per- 
sonal contact with alcoholism, except 
through the media, it can be a shocker 
to read this report. It’s not the kind of 
thing you’d feel comfortable seeing,” 
he said. 

Dodd said, “I presume there are 
close to hundreds of people that 
(through the years) were in position 
to view him, and yet no one produced 
evidence to suggest he had a serious 
problem. My conclusion was that 


























John Tower did not deserve to be de- 
nied confirmation.” 

The voting during the hearings did 
become partisan at times, Dodds said. 
“Of the 100 senators who voted, the 
overwhelming majority voted based 
on what they thought was the right 
thing. I have a high respect for those 
who voted differently than I did ... it 
was not entirely a partisan issue, al- 
though it became that.” 

When asked if he thought his con- 
firmation vote would affect the opin- 
ion of him that his constituents hold, 
Dodd said, “I’d rather lose an election 
feeling I’d done the right thing, than 
win an election feeling sick inside.” 

He said as an elected officer he is 
responsible to make choices based on 
his own judgment. “You can’t read 
the FBI reports. You can’t be on the 
floor of the Senate and listen to the 
debate. You’re therefore asking (your 
representatives) to use their good 
judgment on topics like this,” he said. 

Dodd worries that people may be 
discouraged from participating in 
public service because of the scrutiny 
involved. Using the Tower hearings 


as his example, he said, “We are hu- © 


man beings and we sin. We do make 
mistakes. If our entire life is sub- 
jected to public scrutiny and FBI re- 
ports, it may discourage people from 
serving others and committing them- 
selves to public life.”

BYU's accounting graduates 
have edge on job market

BYU’s undergraduate accounting 


program was ranked 13th in the na- 
tion in an annual poll conducted by 
Public Accounting Report (PAR). 

The biweekly newsletter surveyed 
approximately 360 accounting profes- 
sors and department chairmen at col- 
leges and universities across the 
country, asking them to rate the best 
accounting schools as well as those 
firms which offer the best overall op- 
portunities for an undergraduate stu- 
dent beginning a career in public ac- 
counting. 

G. Fred Streuling, director of the 
School of Accountancy, said he was 
pleased about being listed in the top 
20. “We have an excellent faculty and 
we have patterned the program to 
meet the educational needs of the ac- 


counting proféssion and because of 


this we have all the national account- 
ing firms recruiting on our campus,” 
he said. Accounting students at BYU 
may have a head start over students 


on other campuses because they re- 


ceive a broad, general education be- 
fore starting into the accounting pro- 
gram, Streuling said. He also said 
most accounting graduates have 
served missions and that tends to 


make theni more mature than other 
students on other campuses. 

“The accounting profession today is 
different than it was 10 to 15 years 
ago in the sense that you have to be an 
all-around business adviser rather 
than someone who just keeps the 
books.” 

The School of Accountancy admits 
between 250 and 270 students on an 
annual basis, Streuling said. 

Last year the school graduated 256 
students with a bachelor’s degree and 


‘99 percent of those had jobs or job 


offers by the time they graduated or 
shortly thereafter, said Jay Irvine, 
placement coordinator for the Mar- 
riott School of Management. 

“We're in very strong demand, we 
have a top-ranked accounting pro- 


gram and the curriculum prepares L 


them well for placement with ac- 
counting firms,” Irvine said.

Now is the perfect time to invest

Richard Cope thinks today is the 
pérfect time to invest in real estate. 
And.as.the chairman of American Eq- 
uities Financial Corporation, he, is 
probably one of the country’s leading 
contrarians. 

He actually believes the real estate 
market in the Southwest presents a 
golden opportunity for investment. 

With hundreds of banks and sav- 
ings and loans failing, Cope said he 


estimates that billions of dollars of: 


distressed real estate will be pur- 
chased for a fraction of its original 
cost’ and within the next few years 
will appraise at twice its current pur- 
chase price. 

According to Cope, he doesn’t view 
himself as a magician, just an oppor- 
tunist. 

He will be on campus Friday at 1 
p.m. in 710 TNRB to address the En- 
trepreneur’s Club on his views of the 
real estate recovery market. 

American Equities purchases 
multi-family income properties or 
Real Estate Owned (REO) properties 
from financial institutions in the 
Southwest that have foreclosed on 
the original borrowers. 

“Business opportunity is great,” 
said Cope. “We are finding plenty of 
income property deals that meet our 
investment requirement —. overall 
IRR’s of greater than 25 percent. Our 
most current purchase was $750,000 
for a 176-unit townhome property 
that was foreclosed by the bank for 
$4.9 million.” 

According to H. Joe Selby, director 
of the regulatory affairs division of 
the Federal Home Loan Bank of Dal- 
las, there is plenty to choose from. He 
said the regulatory body governing 
490 savings and loans in the South- 
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west has noticed that loan delinquen- 
cies have risen sharply. 

For instance, in 1982 Téxas thrifts 
only had $366 million in collective de- 
linquencies.. As of Sept. 30, 1986, 
those delinquencies had skyrocketed 


to $9.6 billion. And a major portion of : 


those are in real estate, said Shelby. 

Every time a financial institution 
forecloses on a property, it must add 
that loan to its non-performing loan 
category.. As the non-performing 
loans pile up, the bank must add to its 
loan loss reserves. These reserves eat 
into the bottom line profitability of 
the bank. Poor earnings do not help 
publicly traded companies. 

When Cope purchases a distressed 
real-estate project from one of these 
commercial banks or savings and 
loans, a non-performing REO asset is 
transformed into a performing loan on 
the bank’s balance sheet. This trans- 
formation not only reduces the bank’s 
reserve requirements, but it also 
adds interest income and loan fees to 
the bank’s bottom line, he said. 

Since most of these institutions are 
now in difficult positions, strong play- 
ers with proven track records like 
Cope are able to negotiate almost “un- 
heard-of’ terms and prices. 

When Cope first began purchasing 
apartment complexes in 19838, he 


signed a loan document that carried - 


an interest rate of 12 percent. 

A more recent loan on Cope’s pur- 
chase of a 240-unit complex in Hous- 
ton carries a 5 percent interest rate 
mortgage. Cope said this low monthly 
rate helps American Equities and its 
partners hold onto the property dur- 
ing the current lean times, and yet 
protects a great future equity profit. 

Cope said he expects the current 
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“buying window” to be short-lived. 


_ New construction ‘has dried up ‘in 
many areas of the country, and. the 


rental market has begun to stabilize. 
Demand will soon force rental and 
apartment prices up. 

He estimates his window of oppor- 
tunity will shut in the next 18 to 24 
months. Despite this, he is surpris- 
ingly sanguine. “Then, it’s time for 
profit taking,” he said. 

For the first 30 years of his life, the 
only real estate Cope said he ever 
purchased was the home he lived in 
with his wife and 12 children. 

The Utah native earned a Ph.D. in 
chemical engineering from BYU, 
then chose the classic corporate route 
— went to work for the DuPont cor- 
poration. 

At DuPont, Cope was the national 
sales manager for the instrument 
products division. He credits DuPont 
with the business grooming and ana- 
lytic development that has made his 
small company a success. 

For. 10 years at DuPont, he pro- 
gressed through the ranks, enjoying 
the perks of a beneficient Fortune 500 
company. “I had an excellent job. 
People thought I was foolish to leave. 
But after a decade, all I had to show 
for it was a home mortgage and a 
station wagon,” he said. 

He decided to leave the company 
after a friend at DuPont attended a 
real estate seminar in Dallas. “My 
friend told me people were earning 25 
to 50 percent annual returns. I said 
people don’t make that kind of 
money,” he said. 

However, Cope quit his job and 
moved to the Lone Star State to find 
out what was really happening. 

After setting a real estate syndica- 
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tion shop for another Dallas firm, 
Cope. started his own company, in 
1983. For six months, he worked, out 
of his garage. 

Then, he sold an apartment build- 
ing and earned a $68,000 commission. 

That single check was almost a 
year’s pay at DuPont. 

“That check launched my real es- 
tate career,” he said. 

At that closing table, Cope re- 
ceived his $68,000 while watching the 
seller pocket $2.8 million. 

To purchase the millions of dollars 
of undervalued properties on the 
drawing board for the next 18 to 24 
months, Cope is putting together real 
estate limited partnerships called 
“vulture funds” in the trade that per- 
mits him to expand to more individu- 
als and purchase more real estate dur- 
ing the current buying window.

Budget increases 
boost education, 


allow for raises

The bulk of the Utah state budget 
increases this year will go to educa- 
tion, according to researchers at the 
Utah Foundation, a private, non- 
profit agency that studies state and 
local governments. 

The 1989 Legislature increased the 
state budget to nearly $3 billion in this 
year’s Legislative sessions. 

The budget for 1989 reflects an in- 
crease of $72 million from last year’s 
budget. 

A recent study released by the 
Foundation shows appropriations for 
education will increase by $64.5 mil-. 
lion in 1989. Most state and education 
employees will receive salary in- 
creases averaging between 2 percent 
and 4.5 percent next year. 

“The Legislature lets the local 
school boards decide how much the 
teacher will make. The Legislature 
doesn’t tell the school districts how to 
spend the money, they just make it 
available to the schools,” said Allan J. 
Witt, aspokesman for the Utah Foun- 
dation. 

“Based on the pupil-units, a for- 
mula determining a school district’s 
monetary needs, state Legislators 
determine how the appropriations 
will be distributed to the different 
school districts,” Witt said. 

According to the study, higher edu- 
cation in the state will receive an addi- 
tional $17 million which shows an in- 
crease of 5 percent from last year. 

State officials will also get a pay 
raise of nearly 17 percent. Utah Gov- 
ernor Norman Bangerter will receive 
a salary of $70,000 in 1989, a $10,000 
increase from his 1988 salary of 
$60,000. 

State judges will receive a two- 
stage salary increase of about 17 per- 
cent with part of the increase coming 
July 1, 1989, and the second step tak- 
ing place January 1, 1990. 

Utah Supreme Court Justices were 
paid $65,000 in 1988 and will earn 
$76,000 by next year according to the 
study. 

“Probably the most significant part 
of the governor’s program adopted by 
the 1989 Legislature was the state 
appropriations and tax limitation 
act,” the Utah Foundation report 
said. 

According to the Foundation re- 
port the bill freezes the local school" 
property tax rate, limits increases in 
state appropriations to changes in 
population and inflation. 

The Foundation also reported the 
budget submitted by the governor 
called for a limit on state bonding at 
$50 million. The state legislature ap- 
proved $51,436,600 for bonding 
projects.

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Gerrymandering will affect candidates

SALT LAKE CITY — Gaze ahead 
to 1992, a big political year that could 
see candidates running throughout 
Utah and 2nd District Congressman 
Wayne Owens stumping for votes in 
Bountiful. 

Owens in Bountiful? 

Very likely. Owens, the sole 
Democrat in the Utah congressional 
delegation, may be getting some new 
— mostly Republican—constituents 
after the 1990 Census. 

What remains to be seen is whether 
Owens’ 2nd District will gain only the 
southwest portion of Salt Lake 
county, now in the 8rd District, or 
also part of Davis County, which now 
is in the 1st District. 
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In any event, the Republican-domi- 
nated Utah Legislature, which will 
redraw the boundaries of the state’s 
three congressional districts as well 
as those for the state House and Sen- 
ate, is likely to make it as tough on 
Owens as possible. 

The redistribution is three years 
away, but many leading Republicans 
indicate the southwest portion of Salt 
Lake County, now represented by 
Republican Howard Nielson, likely 
will fall into the 2nd District. 

“The general feeling is that that 
part of the county has been in the 3rd 
District for 10 years and now should 
have an opportunity to be in the 2nd 
District,” said Craig Moody, former 
GOP state chairman and now House 
majority leader.
